\HOW GUN-BARRELS ARE 
MADE. 


The beautiful waved lines and 
curious flower-like figures that ap- 
)pear on the surface of the barrels 
are really the lines of welding, show- 
‘ing that two different metals, iron 
and steel, are intimately blended in 
making the finest and strongest: bar- 
jrels. The process of thus welding 
apd blendiug steel and iron is a very 
‘interesting ome. Flat bars, or ribs 
ibons, of steel and iron are alternately 
arranged together and then twisted 
finto aenble. Several of these cables 
ure then welded togetber, and shap- 
ed intoa long flat bar, which is next 
spirally coiled round a hollow eylin- 
der, culled a mandrel; alter whieh 
the edges of these spiral bars are 
heated and tirmiy welded, The 
spiral coilis pow put upen what is 
called a welding mandrel, is) again 
heated, and carefully hammered into 
the shape ofa gun-barrel. Next 
comes the cold hammering, by which 
the pores ef the metal are securely 
closed. The last, or tinishing Opers 
ation is to turn the barrel on a jathe 
to exactly its proper shape and size, 
By all the twistings and weldings 
and hammerings., the metals are so 
blended that the mass has somewhat 
the consistency and toughness of 
‘woven steel and iron, A barrel thus 
made is very bard to burst. Bat the 
finishing of the inside of the bareel 
is an Operation requiring very great 
enre and skill. What is extleda 
evlinder-bored barrel is where the 
bore or hole through the barrel is 
made of uniform s:ze from end to 
end. A choke-bore isone that isa 
little smailer at the muzzle epd than 
itisatthe breech end.
